Los Angeles. July 30 — A three- 
ton. three - wheeled jet car, de- j 
signed to travel 500 miles per hour, 
was unveiled here today amid con- J 
fident predictions that it would 
surpass a 15 - year - old world 
land speed record. 
First goal of the sleek stream ­ 
er, called the “Spirit of America” , 
will be to exceed 394.196 MPH. the 
present land speed mark set by 
the late John Cobb of England in 
1947. but this will be only the be­ 
ginning. 
“First, we want to exceed the 
record 
by 
a 
very substantial 
m argin,” said A. P. Hynes, Los 
Angeles Marketing Manager for 
Shell Oil Company, primary spon­ 
sor for the project. “Then after 
further evaluation of the vehicle’s 
performance, higher speeds may be 
attempted.” 
Piloted by 25-vear-old Cr a i g 
Breedlove of Los 
Angeles, 
the 
“Spirit” will begin 3 days of test 
runs (Mi August 11 at the Bonevil- 
le, Utah, Salt Flats. Record runs 
are planned for late in August. 
Resembling a wingless F-104 Jet 
Plane, the car measures 35 feet 
long, 11 feet wide and six feet high, 
and contains several unusual fea­ 
tures. 
It will use a special blend of tur­ 
bine fuel which Shell reports has 
the highest BTU content (energy) 
per pound of any jet fuel. 
Although resembling a jet plane, 
the car was not designed as an 
aircraft imitation, Breedlove said. 
“It was designed scientifically to 
provide mimrrmm drag, maximum 
stability and speed with the thrust 
available.” 
Aircraft engineers claim that as 
a result of 100 hours of wind tunnel 
tests, thev can predict the car’s

The knowledge 
of past experience and the 
possibility of the new event 
caused us to assemble the 
boat. Out of such learning 
a n d persistent experiment, 
out of the blending of expe­ 
rience and the meeting of the 
contemporary possibility, all 
progress is born. 
So Jesus took the acknowl­ 
edged law of God and gave A 


the push of tradition. "Thou 
shalt not kill” was no little 
idea; it was a basic law. Jesus 
took this collection of ideas 
a n d traditional experience 
which had grown up as the 
result of this commandment 
and launched the boeL 
Now it m not only a sin to 
kill: it is a sin to desire to kiU 
It is a sin to hate, it is a sin 
to encourage prejudice.
